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Won't Commemorate Bridge Says 
Postmaster General 


(Editor’s Note:—The following 
appeared in the press since Ron 
Kitchen’s article on page 6 was 
sent to press in an earlier forme,) 


Postmaster General Bertrand re- 
plied with a diplomatic “no” in the 
Commons June 4 to a question about 
whether Canada plans to issue a 
special postage stamp to commem- 
orate the building of a bridge across 
the Niagara river. 

John Diefenbaer .(PC — Lake 
Centre) noted that the United States 
will issue a special stamp in August 
“to commemorate the centenary of 
peace with Canada” and asked 
whether Canada would reciprocate 
with the issuance of a similar stamp. 


Mr. Bertrand said the American 
stamp actually would commemorate 
the Niagara bridge. It was not cor- 
rect from the historical viewpoint 
for the Americans to associate it 
with the centenary of peace since the 
peace was signed in 1815 while the 
bridge was opened to the public 100 
years ago. 


There had been pressure to have a 
stamp issued but the bridge was a 
private one and “it would be helping 
a private organization in its public- 
ity”. The department had to wait 
until it had a “very good reason” be- 
fore issuing commemorative stamps. 


“Does all this”, asked Mr. Die- 
fenbaker, “add up to the fact that, 
after so many words, the Postmaster 
General does not intend to issue such 
a stamp?” 

“T must say”, Mr. Bertrand ad- 
mitted, “that it was a diplomatic way 
of saying ‘no’.”

MAATTI RDA 
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Outstanding Canadian Philatelists

MRS. A. R. CLARKE 


The greatest woman  philatelist 
- Canada ever produced was undoubt- 
edly the late Mrs Clarke, wife of the 
founder of the A. R. Clarke & Co. 
Ltd. leather manufacturers of Tor- 
onto. Mrs. Clarke was born in Tor- 
onto in 1862 the daughter of Alder- 
man J. B. Boustead and when she 
was quite young her brother inter- 
ested her in collecting stamps, a 
hobby she was to pursue diligently 
all her life. 


_ Over the years Mrs. Clarke built a 
magnificant collection of postage 
stamps, principally of Canada and 
Newfoundland. To give the reader 
some idea of the scope of her col- 
lection, she had two perfect copies of 
the Canada 12d on Laid paper, one 
mint the other used, both with R.P.S. 
certificate (incidentally these superb 
stamps were bought through Mr. Les- 
he A. Davenport, at that time man- 
ager of the Marks Stamp Company); 
dozens of fine copies of the ‘Pence’ 
issue, both unused and used, blocks 
of most values of the ‘Large Cents’ 
issue, 1897 Jubilees in mint blocks 
and Edward and Quebec issues in 
imperf. blocks. In Newfoundland, be- 
sides the early issues practically com- 
plete, she had a full sheet of fifty of 
the 1897 Provisional, complete sheets 
of the 1920 Provisionals; Alcock and 
DePinedo Airs on cover, ete. 

In the days when most collectors 
ignored proofs, Mrs. Clarke bought 
extensively at prices that would look 
ridiculously cheap today, and her 
Newfoundland Die and Plate proofs 
were outstanding. 

Mrs. Clarke was a keen student and 
studied her stamps carefully. Mr. 
Jarrett in his B.N.A. book gives her 
credit for twenty-nine re-entries and 
varieties she discovered in the Proof 
sheet of the Canada %d imperforate 
stamp in her collection. 

In addition to stamps Mrs. Clarke 
possessed one of the finest collections 
in Canada of Royal china and erystal 
glass, the former being now in the 
Royal Ontario Museum. 

Mrs. Clarke died at Toronto in 1931

and her collection of stamps was sold 
at the depth of the depression in 
1932, mainly by auction in London, 
and realized approximately $30,000.00. 
According to Mr. Davenport who was 
well acquainted with Mrs. Clarke and 
her collection, it would bring at least 
three times that figure today. 


A FIND BEFORE A FIND! 


We have received a letter from Mr. 
Howard F. Cant of Galt, Ontario, in 
which he points out that the cover 
accompaning Mr. Greene’s article on 
W. H. Brouse in the May issue was 
found by his brother Dr, Duncan A. 
Cant and not by Mr. Brouse. Mr. 
Cant states that his brother obtained 
it from a lawyer in Galt who had 
just taken over an old established 
law practice and after keeping it for 
a while sold it to a man in Toronto. 
This happened over fifty years ago. 
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Parliament Hill Stamp Jottings

The post office department has 
definitely decided to issue a com- 
memorative issue next year to mark 
the two hundredth anniversary of the 
founding of the city of Halifax, the 
capital of Nova Scotia, it is learned 
on high government authority. 


The stamp likely will be issued dur- 
ing June 1949 since it was during 
that month in 1749 that the city was 
founded. It is expected to be of the 
usual four-cent denomination and, 
like the other recent commemora- 
tives, likely will be on sale for about 
three months as a supplement to the 
current issue. 

Actual work on the stamp hasn't 
yet started, but it presumably will 
be a scenic issue showing some 
prominent feature of the Nova 
Scotian capital. Its dimensions are 
not yet known. ... 


New Commemorative On Tap 


Government officials also disclose 
that serious consideration is being 
given to the issuance of a commem- 
orative to match that being put out 
by the United States Post Office to 
mark the more than 100 years of 
peaceful relations between Canada 
and her great southern neighbor. 

It is considered quite possible 
that the government may decide to 
go along with the U.S. in the issuance 
of a commemorative and the official 
announcement may be made by the 
time this appears in print. The 
decision must be made soon, since the 
U.S. stamp is scheduled for issue in 
August. 

Actually, the American stamp will 
commemorate the centenary of the 
Whirlpool Bridge at Niagara Falls. 
The proposed design is believed to 
incorporate a side view of the bridge 
with a train running across it from 
American to Canadian territory. 
Shields with national emblems of the 
two countries will flank the central 
scene. ... 


Now It Can Be Told 


The delay in the issuance of the 
Princess Elizabeth Royal Wedding 
commemorative was due to the fact 


that a major flaw developed in the 


original die after it had reached the 
final stage of processing and a new 
die had to be made. 

It will be rememopered that the Post 
office department had announced one 
date for the stamp (in January if I 
remember rightly) and then announc- 
ed later that it was being delayed 
until Feb. 15, on which date it finally 
appeared. The development of the die 
flaw was responsible for this delay. 

I do not have the details of the 
flaw, though I hope to get them 
later. However, I understand that it 
was quite extensive and that it was 
in the central part of the design. Die 
proofs showing the flaw are, of 
course, in the hands of the depart- 
ment and the bank note company. I 
hope at some later date to get a peak 
at them. Possibly some other col- 
lector has seen them and can furnish 
some detail.

MIA 
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Are You One of Them! 


By H. L. Paine 


Are you one of those Stamp Col- 
lectors? is a question that is often 


asked stamp collectors, and personal- 
ly when I admit that I am, I always 
like to say—that I have had more 
real enpoyment out of stamp col- 
lecting, than from any other hobby. 
Stamp collecting grows on you.— 
Maybe it is an air mail, or a letter 
from Overseas, or perhaps an insuf- 
ficently paid letter that first takes 
your interest, and you start to collect 
these items, and then you are started 
on the grandest hobby you ever had, 
or ever will have. 

There are no rules to Stamp col- 
lecting. You collect what you want, 
in the way you want, and what you 
want. 

There are many side lines too. 
Some years ago, I had a letter from 
aman, who told me he collected 
stamps, and all post office items, 
except Railway Mail cars.—No doubt 
he exaggerated.—but it shows the 
scope there is in collecting these Post 
Office items. 

You can collect Envelopes, (which 
are known as covers) or even Post 
Marks, and you will find some very 
odd place names in Post Marks— 
then some years ago, The Post Of- 
fice cancelled stamps with a slogan 
—today there are hundreds of these 
and they make a most interesting 
collection. 

But sooner or later, stamps will 
also interest you, and you will become 
one of those Stamp Collectors, and 
the more you collect, the more inter- 
ested in the hobby you will get. 
There will be a number of things you 
will want to know, and you will find 
a number of very interesting books, 
on such subjects as Covers, (before 
stamps were used) to the present day 
issues. 

How stamps are printed, and what 
kind of paper is used, and much more 
interesting things aout these collect- 
able items.—and these books are 
written by Collectors,— like yourself, 
and many of these books must have 
taken a life time to compile, and yet 
they are sold at very reasonable 
prices, well within the range of all. 





There are also a number of Maga- 
zines, dealing with this hobby. These 
are published weekly, and monthly, 
and cost from 50c to $2.50 a year, 
which you must admit is as cheap a 
magazine as you will find in any 
hobby. 

Once you get started in stamp col- 
lecting, you will be surprised to find, 
how many others are also interested 
in this. Perhaps your next door 
neighbor, or the man across the 
street. People you never knew col- 
lected, and once you get started, you 
will be surprised who, and how many, 
like yourself are stamp collectors. 

Possibly you will find there is a 
stamp club in your city or district, 
and I suggest that you go to one of 
their meetings—just out of curious- 
ity—and you will meet the grandest 
lot of Members, all ready to help you

EXCISE STAMPS AVAILABLE 

Canadian Excise Tax Stamps and 
Customs Duty Stamps are now avail- 
able to Philatelists at their face 
value, Canadian funds. They are pro- 
curable from the Department of 
National Revenue, Customs-Excise 
Division, Ottawa. 

The remittance accompanying the 
order is to be made payable to the 
Receiver General of Canada. Persons 
in the United States desiring stamps 
may remit by cheque, American 
Express Money Order or U.S. Postal 
Money Order. Do not use U.S. Postal 
Notes, as they are payable in United 
States only. The submission of 
cheques from either Canada or the 
United States will necessitate their 
being certified by the bank upon 
which drawn. The United States dol- 
lar is presently at par in comparison 
with the Canadian dollar. 

The Department sends out forms to 
be used when ordering. A new set of 
forms to replace will be sent with the 
items shipped. The portion ‘“Partic- 
ulars” should be completed to show, 
singles, pairs, blocks, etc. 

The Department is to be im- 
mediately notified should on verifica- 
tion of the stamps, it be evident that 
there is a shortage or discrepancy.

Highlights of American history 
portrayed in eolorful poster stamps, 


beginning with a series on the 
romance of Florida, is the objective 
of the Florida Historical Research 


Institute now offering charter mem- 
berships. Similar Institutes are 
planned for other States and Hawaii 
to feature popular dissemination of 
historical episodes and natural at- 
tractions of the Nation.

COMING TO CANADA 


Montreal, May 26.—On their way 
to setttlement on an Ontario farm, 
under the auspices of the Canadian 
Pacific Railway’s department of im- 
migration and colonization, Grand 
Duchess Olga, sister of the late Czar 
Nicholas II of Russia, will sail from 
Liverpool, with her family, on June 
2 on the C.P.S. liner “Empress of 
Canada” and will arrive at Montreal 
on June 9. Choice of the farm has 
not definitely been made yet. 

The family consists of Colonel 
Nikolaj Aleksandrovitch Kulikovsky, 
the Grand Duchess’ husband, two 
sons Jihon Nikolaevitch Kulikovsky, 
Gurij Nikolaevitch Kulikovsky, and 
their wives; two grand-children, 
Ksenia and Leonid Kulikovsky. With 
the party also is Emilia Tenso, who 
was formerly  lady-in-waiting to 
Grand Duchess Olga and who has 
been with the family for more than 
47 years. 

The connection of the Grand 
Duchess Olga with Denmark is an 
historical one. Her mother, the 
Dowager Empress Marie Feodor- 
ovna was, before becoming the wife 
of Alexander III of Russia, and 
mother of Czar Nicholas II, the 
Danish Princess Dagmar, and a 
sister of Queen Alexandra wife of 
King Edward VII. Queen Alexandra 
was the eldest daughter of Prince 
Christian of Gluecksburg, after- 
wards King Christian IX of Den- 
mark and was born at Copenhagen, 

The family have been living in 
Denmark since 1919 where they 
owned and operated a farm there.

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The Oregon Centennial 


(From Vancouver Daily Province of 
May 3) 


Postage to the east was fifty cents 
for a single sheet letter, and that was 
not airmail. Letters went by sea or 
with a party that happened to be 
trekking east via the “South Pass” 
of the Rockies.

“South Pass” route, and waited to 
find a party going the same way. 
Socially you might have been anxious 
to learn that new-fangled dance, the 
polka. 

That was all 102 years ago, in the

news from the old Oregon Spectator,

Burns, Esq., informs us that himself 
and party will leave early in March 
next, for the United States. Their 
route will be across the Rocky 
mountains by way of the South Pass. 
Persons wishing to send east by the 
party, would do well to avail them- 
selves of this opportunity. 

MAIL—We gave notice in our last

eral had contracted with H. Burns, 
Esq., to carry the mail, for one trip 
only, from this place to Weston, 
Missouri—that letters mailed to any 
of the offices, postpaid, would be 
forwarded.

We understand the construction 
given by some is, that Mr. Burns re- 
ceives the fifty cents for his pay for 
earrying the mail. 

The terms of the contract are: Mr. 
B. receives 25 per cent on the amount 
of postage that the department re- 
ceives for sending letters east, and 
only fifty cents can be charged for a 
single sheet.
